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In a communication with Examiner William Allen and Jim Zurita on September 20, 2006 via 
telephone, the issues of obviousness type rejections were discussed and the Nardozzi, Blanchard, 
Lambersten and Masters references were discussed. The Examiner insisted that even though 
Lambersten and Nardozzi are completely irrelevant art, that amendments would be necessary 
incorporating some dependent claims into the independent claims would be necessary to overcome 
the rejections.
